Sees the Quaint Virginia Town Where 
His Father Lived. 


IT WAS HIS FIRST VISIT 


The People Still Love the Governor’s 
Father. 


ABGUT THE TOWN AND ITS QUEER NAME 


The Cognomen Was Given During the 
Revolutionary When Cornwaliis 
Marched Through Virginia. 


“Smoky Ordinary” is the queer name of 
the place where Governor Atkinson has 
been visiting relatives and friends for the 
past week. 

The governor returned from his visit 
yesterday morning and is full of pleasant 
rerminiscences of -his stay in the pretty 
Virginia village. The governor says 
it is a detightful place despite its rather 
odd sounding name. 

It was at Smoky 
ther of Georgia's governor 
before he came-to this state. There 
taught school, was county justice 
one of the leading men of the county. 

It was before the governor was 
born that his father lived at this historic 
old spot on Virginia’s topography. The 
governor was born in Georgia after his 
father removed to this state... His visit 
to Smoky Ordinary last week wag the 
first that he had ever taken, although he 
has intended for years to go up to visit 
the scenes of his father’s and older broth- 
ers’ e:Piy lives. 

Nearly half a century has passed since 
ihe far.her of Governor Atkinson left 
Smoky CUru.nary’ yet he is remembered 
and loved by the people of Brunswick 
county until thig day. When his son, the 
governor, went there last week dozens of 
the old friends of the father crowded 
around him and clasped his hand. 

“It was refreshing,” said the governor, 
“to tind that so many of the people there 
still remembered my father and had taken 
a deep imterest in my own career, 
because I; am his son. [I met a 
Breat many of the pupils of my father, 
who had been to his scheol at Smoky 
Ordinary, many years ago. 

“They are all old men now, those pupils 
of my father. They were big boys before 
I was born, but they were glad to see me 
@4ud they made me have a very pleasant 
time. 

“Tl spent part of the time at Smoky Or- 
dinary with friends and was at Lawrence- 
Ville, in the same county, with my sister. 
lL went to Richmond to visit relatives 
there before 1 came home.”’ 

The unique name of Smoky Ordinary 
suggests the interesting question o7 its 
«vigin. Governor Atkinson tells the etory, 
and it is full of historic interest. 

Smoky Ordinary owes itS name to an 
incident of the revolutionary war. In the 
early days of this country all of the 
country inns and hotels were known as 
ordinaries. There was a good-sized coun- 
try inn at the ptace where Smoky Ordinary 
now is established. Near by this hovtel 
were two storehouses, in which were Kept 
enormous stores of tobacco. While Corn- 
wallis, the English lord and general, was 
marching with his army through the Vir- 
ginias, he came upon this tavern and the 
two tebaceco houses. The main army unh- 
der Cornwallis passed the place unmo- 
lested, but the foraging corps under Tarle- 
ton immediately followed. Tajrleton set 
fire to the two storehouses and left them 
to burn down. The tavern was not fired. 
The storehouses were filled with the par- 
tially dried tobacco, which burned very 
slowly. tor days it smoked and the smoth- 
ered fire slowly consumed the store of 
tobaceo. The smoke from the burning 
houses enveloped the tavern with a thick 
mantle of smoke, which hung around for 
quite a while. The residents of the co 
munity named the place the smoky i- 
nary. A postoffice was later established 
at the tavern and the name of Smoky Or- 
dinary was given it. 

The old tavern. still stands there just 
as it did in the days when Lord Cornwallis 
marched by it with his soldiers from Eng- 
land, and the rvom where Tarleton’s horse 
foragers took refreshments is still there. 

The place was somewhat remodeled by 
Governor Atkinson's father, who converted 
it into a residence and schoolhouse. He 
taught school there for several. years. 

Politics at Smoky Ordinary is lively. 
Governor Atkinson was called upon to 
wmidress a county convention while there. 
He made a speech to the convention which 
was partly composed of the men who had 
formerly been students in the tavern under 
his father. Mr. Fowell, a cousin of Dr. 
Powell, of the Georgia insane asylum, 
was nominatde for the legislature at the 
convention. 

The governor was more than delighted 
with his trip to Virginia. He has many 
relatives in that state. He wsa'd that it 
was the first trip de had ever taken of 
such a nature. He has never before been 
on a purely sentimental trip.

Colonel John §. Candler Submits Excellent 
Plan to Mayor Yesterday. 


A GOOD HOME FOR SOLDIERS 


Scheme Is To Combine the Two Under 
One Gigantic Roof. 


WOULB BE NO EXTRA EXPENSE TO. GITY 


And Would Furnish One of the Finest 
Auditoriums in the Country—To 
Cost $65,000—The Plan. 


John 8. Candler, colonel of the Fifth reg- 
iment Georgia volunteers, proposes that a 
gigantic armory be built for his troops and 
a magnificent auditorium under one roof. 

Judge Candler submitted his scheme to 
Mayor Collier by letter yesterday morn- 
ing. The mayor seems very much pleased 
with the idea, and there are good chances 
for this city to soon have one of the finest 


armories and auditoriums im the south. 


This would be an excellent innovation for 
the city, which would be hailed with de- 
light by all the citizens. 

The local military has felt the peed 
of a first-class armory and drill hall for 
& number of years. There is no place 
in the city large enough to answer this 
purpose. The various companies are quar- 
tered In various halls throughout the c ty, 
which are inadequate on account of their 
size to furnish the necessary rendezyous 
for drilling. j 

Moreover, the city has long been in need 
of a large auditorium. The Moody tab- 
erracle has come nearer filling this need 
hag any building in the. city, but even 
this is by no means a first-class audito- 
rium. Atlanta needs a hall that will seat 
at least 5,000 people. The events that re- 
quire such a capacity are innumerable, and 
many conventions and various large gath- 
erings are kept away from this city just 
om account of the absence of such an au- 
ditorium. 

Both Under One Roof. 

Judge Candler has been giving the mat- 
ter much thought here of late, and has 
been trying to devolve some scheme where- 
by both these difficulties could be remedied. 
He has consulted with several of his fel- 
low officers in the regiment, and the re- 
sult is the proposed combination of both 
buildings under one roof, the structure to 
be one of the most imposing of its kind 
im the whole country. 

Judge Candler fully outlined his plan to 
Mayor Collier yesterday morning: and, gave 
an invitation to him andthe finance com- 
mitteeof the council to meet at his residence 
in Kirkwood next Fréday night to meet 
the “officers of the regimemt for the pur- 
pose of considering the feasibility of the 
pMn, 

The invitation will be accepted a.nd there 
it little doubt that the scheme will 
be placed on firm footing. Mayor Collier 
is always ready to aid in any movement 
for the development of the city, and as 
the proposition Judge Candler makes will 
not involve the city in one cent of expense, 
there is little doubt that Mayor Col- 
lier and the finance committee will read- 
ily agree to the proposition. 

The site Judge Candler has selected for 
the building is on East Hunter street, 
directly opposite the northern entrance to 
the capitol. Tne lot is owned by St. 
Philips’s church and is sufficiently large 
for such a building, being 118x236. 

How the Scheme Is To Work. 

The church is willing to sell the property, 
so it is said, for the consideration of about 
$20,000, although no figures have been defi- 
nitely agreed upon. 

The city of Atlanta pays the Fifth regi- 
ment $2,500 annually for armory expetses. 
It is the idea of the promoters of this 
movement to borrow a sufficient amount 
to erect the armory’ amd let the $2,500 go 
toward paying the interest, consolidating 
all the armories, of course, throughout the 
city into the new one. 

The total cost of the building would be 
about $65,000. The interest would rot 
amount to more than the sum already al- 
lowed by the city, so that the city would 
not be out a single cent in the transaction, 
but om the other hand, greatly benefited. 

The building would hold and seat about 
5,000 peopie. The main floor would be mov- 
able so as to make it level for drilling 
purposes and slanting for auditorium pur- 
poses. This could be easily done. The 
floor would admit four or five companies 
at the same time and would afford such 
an opportumity for drilling as the southern 
soldier boys have .never enjoyed. 

Just how many stories high the building 
would be has not beem definitely deter- 
mined. The first floor, or basement, will 
be devoted to the rifle range, gymnasium, 
ete., of the company. The second floor, 
or ground floor, would be devoted to the 
auditorium. The chairs would be movable 
and there would be an immense stage at 
ofe end, with all modeern conveniences 
mecessary to an up-to-date auditorium. 

The next story would also be devoted to 
the regiment, consisting of officers’ quar- 
ters, various offices, ete. The building 
would be constructed of brick and in the 
very latest design and would be one of the 
most imposing structures in the city. 

Judge Candier Enthusiastic. 

Judge Candler was very much elated over 
his plan when seen last night. “I think 
it would be an excellent thing,’ said he,

real and lawful order. 

The most interesting part of the conven- 
tion now holding will be the address of the 
most worshipful grand master-of all Legit- 
imate Free and Accepted Ancient Coiored 
Masonry in the United States of. North 
America. 

He will speak on “‘The Origin of Negro
